Cactus  Dahlias 


The  formation  of  the  cactus  dahlia  closely  resembles  the  chrysanthe¬ 
mum.  The  petals  are  long,  narrow  and  incurved. 

The  hybrid  cactus  dahlia  has  petals  which  are  shorter,  wider  and 
the  formation  is  fuller  than  the  cactus  type.  The  outer  edge  of  the 
flower  is  quilled  and  incurved.  This  type  of  dahlia  is  often  mistaken 
for  the  decorative  type. 

Ambassador  (H.  C.)  Enormous  hybrid  cactus  flowers  of  creamy  yel¬ 
low,  suffused  with  pink  and  gold.  The  flowers  are  of  the  largest  size  and 
are  held  perfectly  erect  on  extra  strong  stems.  This  dahlia  is  a  prize 
winning  strain  and  can  be  grown  eleven  inches  or  more  in  diameter. 
$1.00  each. 

Daddy  Butler  (H.  C.)  One  of  the  most  popular  dahlias  ever  in¬ 
troduced.  The  color  is  of  the  American  Beauty  rose  or  rosy  carmine 
and  the  reverse  of  the  beautifully  twisted  and  rolled  petals  is  of  a 
lighter  tint.  These  variations  give  an  unusual  contrast  in  coloring. 
It  is  a  prolific  bloomer  and  the  stems  of  the  flowers  are  faultless.  $1.00 
each.
